Leave it to a queen to come between broth- 

Red Hook dock workers — brothers in the same 
longshoreman’s union — will split up on Saturday 
morning, April 15, one group unloading passengers 
and baggage from the glamorous Queen Mary 2, 
the other taking lumber and steel off a freighter 
called the Brasilia. 

The long-awaited arrival of the QM2 is a his- 
toric moment in Red Hook — and not just because 
Brooklyn is welcoming the largest cruise ship in 
the world. 

It also puts front and center two competing vi- 
sions for the Red Hook waterfront — namely, 
whether Brooklyn’s last working container port 
will survive or succumb to the newly arrived cruise 
ship industry. 

Many longshoreman are hedging their bets. 
Nearly 100 union baggage handlers will jump to 
the cruise ship terminal from the container port to- 

Two hundred others will remain with the far- 
less-feted cargo, their fate in the hands of city offi- 
cials, who say they will not renew the container 
port operator’s lease when it expires next year. 

Through it all, the union brothers vow to get 

“I’m not going to yell at anyone for working 
over there,” said one crane operator at the contain- 
er port. “The cruise ship terminal is better than the 
one in Bayonne, better than the one in Manhattan. 
But it will only be beautiful as long as we still have 
our jobs over here.” 


New Dems locked out

Clubhouse politics in Brooklyn 
was thrown into turmoil last week 
after one supposedly influential 
club barred more than 100 new 
members from its upcoming 
endorsement vote — even though 
they all signed up on time. 

The board of Independent Neighbor- 
hood Democrats voted in secret to 
move up its long-scheduled May 18 en- 
dorsement vote so that the flood of 
members — supporters of congression- 
al candidate Chris Owens and others 
from the anti- Atlantic Yards group, De- 
velop Don’t Destroy Brooklyn — 
would not be eligible to pick candidates 
for the club to endorse. 

The board’s April 6 vote set off a 
round of charges that the board didn’t 
want Owens to “steal” the endorsement 
for the 11th congressional district from 
City Councilman David Yassky (D- 
Brooklyn Heights) — and counter- 
charges that Owens and others were 
“packing” the club at the last minute. 

“These 100 people came in to pack 
our club and I’ll be damned if I’m go- 
ing to let ’em get away with it!” said 
Buddy Scotto of Carroll Gardens, a 
founding member of the IND. 

“[Candidates] went out and rounded 
up relatives and friends. That ain’t 
cricket.”

But Owens and others slammed IND 
right back — leveling pretty much the 

“Changing the endorsement vote is an 
injustice against anyone who joined prior 
to the long-stated deadline,” said Owens, 
whose IND membership precedes the 
current rhubarb and, as such, says it is 
his “job” to find new members. 

“I know I brought in nine people,” he 
said. “And I know they joined on time. 
Reform-minded clubs should stick to the 

Though independent in name, IND is 
affiliated with Assemblywoman Joan 
Millman (D-Park Slope) and state Sen. 
Martin Connor (D-Brooklyn Heights). 

When the flood of new members 
rolled in, Millman and executive board 
Chairman Kenn Lowy dove into the surf, 
sources said. 

“Joan and Kenn were looking over the 
list and saying, ‘This is trouble,”’ said 
one club member. 

The club was particularly threatened 
by a flood of new members who might 
support Ken Diamondstone, a former 
community board member who is chal- 
lenging Connor, a founding member of 
the club. 

“Think about how embarrassing it 
would be if Connor lost IND’s endorse- 
ment,” the source said. “The club could- 
n’t let that happen.” 

Lowy agreed that a Connor loss would

Beetles are back in Brooklyn 


H E’S BAAAACK. She’s 
baaaack. And their kids are 
baaack, too. Fortunately, so are 
the unsung heroes of the United 
States Department of Agriculture — 
who are back on the streets in a vio- 
lent, block-by-block, house-to-house, 
tree-to-tree battle against the Asian 
longhomed beetle. 

Violent? Sure. When you’re dealing 
with an implacable foe who has killed 
2,200 trees since landing in Greenpoint 
in 1996, you can’t be afraid to pump 
some defenseless street tree 
with eight cups of pesticide. 

And you can’t be too timid to not 
knock on every door in Greenpoint, 
Williamsburg, Bedford-Stuyvesant, 
East New York and Ridge- 
wood — all neighborhoods 
that have been affected by 
the winged, Far Eastern 


The other day found Joe 
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Gittleman, the USDA’s Asian beetle 
authority, leading a team of four tree 
saviors on Quincy Street in Bed-Stuy. 

First stop, the backyard of 
Dorothy Sherman, who happily al- 
lows Gittleman’s team to inject her 
50-foot silver maple, planted by her 
father more than a half-century ago. 

“It’s a member of the family,” says 
Sherman (“like the tank,” she adds 
when asked how it’s spelled). 

While the pesticide drains into the 
roots, the team inspects the tree with 
binoculars. Gittleman thinks he’s spot- 
ted the perfectly round holes that the 
beetles chew on their way out of an in- 
fested tree, so he orders a team of 
climbers to return for a face-to-branch 
inspection. 

Sherman again wel- 
comes the attention. 
Other Brooklynites are 
not so inviting. 

“We’d like to get all 22,000 trees 
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in the affected area,” Gittleman says, 
“but not everyone lets us into his 
backyard.” 

Almost on cue, a woman at the 
next house refuses to allow the crew 
in, even though the USDA has a 
signed release from her daughter. 
Gittlemen’s team reschedules the 
appointment. 

Seconds later, though, a 
homeowner from down the t 
block strolls over and begs the 
team to inspect his tree. 

Gittleman and company at 
pleased to oblige. 

“That kind of thing hap- , 
pens a lot,” he said lat- / 
er. “We put out flyers, 
send out notifica- 


tions, make phone calls, but people 
only respond when we physically hit 
the block. People see us and realize 
it’s not a scam. They say, ‘Is this 
free? Well why didn’t you call me 
about my tree?’ ” 

In most cases, the USDA did — 
hoping to limit the beetles’ consump- 
tion to just a few areas and prevent a 
recurrence of what happened in 
Greenpoint, when the under-arbored 
neighborhood lost 900 trees in the 
beetles’ first assault. 

Now, with crews working six days 
a week, Gittleman hopes they’ll hit 
all 22,000 elms, planes, maples, 
horsechestnuts and other tooth- 
ne trunks favored by 
the Asian long- 
homed beetle. 

“Luckily,” he 
said, “there are a lot 
. they don’t eat. 

Yet.”

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Have I got a question for you! 

Cobble Hill forum gives candidates chance to confront each other

Why is this candidates’ forum different from 
all other candidates’ forum? Because the Inde- 
pendent Neighborhood Democrats added a fun 
twist: they let the five candidates for a rare open 
congressional seat ask each other questions. 

Tme, last week’s forum featured lots of the 
same old speechifying by the five candidates — 
state Sen. Carl Andrews (D-Crown Heights), City 
Councilwoman Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush), Chris 
Owens, Assemblyman Nick Perry (D-Flatbush) 
and City Councilman David Yassky (D-Brooklyn 
Heights). But the face-to-face queries did reveal 
some interesting tidbits about the men and woman 
hoping to succeed retiring Rep. Major Owens (D- 
Crown Heights): 

• Yassky is seen by his rivals as the man to beat 
(judging from how many questions he got asked). 

• Even when given the chance to confront each 
other, politicians will always miss a chance to 
stick in the knife. 

Owens, for example, only alluded to race in his 
question — even though he has said that Yassky 
should not be running for Congress in the mostly 
black district because of his race. Yassky asked An- 
drews about corruption, but never linked him — as 
he could have — to disgraced former county leader 
Clarence Norman. And Andrews basically punted 
his question, asking two rivals that old student 
council question, “What would you do if elected?” 

The good news is that this race could still get 
ugly, judging from the faint hints the candidates 
gave at the April 6 forum. Here is a slightly edited 
transcript of the five questions and their answers: 

Marksman: Chris Owens 
Target: David Yassky 
Question: David, in 2005, 
you started a campaign for 
district attorney. You saw that 
there were three white candi- 
dates in the race and one black 
candidate in the race, and you 
decided to run instead for reelec- 
tion to the city council. And then, af- 


ter this club had endorsed Joe Hynes for reelec- 
tion as DA, you endorsed [opponent] John Samp- 
son. And that was after . . . Sampson had been rat- 
ed unqualified by a number of bodies. Would you 
explain your endorsement? 

Answer: In early 2005 ... I decided two things: 
One, that [Hynes] did not deserve to remain in of- 
fice, and I stand by that belief, and two, that my 
skills ... were best used as a legislator. So I never 
really launched a campaign. I did support John 
Sampson, and I think that tells you a few things 
about me. First of all, that I’m going to take the 
tough stand, I’m not going to duck it ... [Sampson] 
was [the] one viable alternative to [Hynes] ... I 
think the question is, Are you a reformer who 
showed independence? Absolutely, I am. 

Marksman: Carl Andrews 
Targets: Nick Perry and Chris Owens 
Question: Could you name 
one thing that ... you can guar- 
antee you can do as a fresh- 
man [member of congress]? I 

Nick Perry: Thank you, Carl, | 

for that very easy question. As a 
freshman, I’ll have a seat in the 
House, and I’ll have a vote, and 
I’ll make sure that when I vote, I 
vote for ... the best benefit of my 
community, the people who sent me 
there. I’m going to make sure that my vote is right 
on progressive issues. I’m going to vote against ef- 
forts to attack pensions systems, [against] creating 
incentives for corporations and corporate execu- 
tives to rob the American workforce. 

Chris Owens: I’m going to do all those things 
too. But to answer the question, the one specific 
thing that I believe that I can do as a freshman is to 
follow up on my proposal that all small businesses 
— businesses that gross $1 million or less — be 
made tax exempt totally at the federal level. I believe 
that can happen because Republicans like tax cuts 
. . . And I believe that . . . small businesses are the key 
to jobs, to keeping families together and to providing 
opportunities for the future. 




Marksman: David Yassky 
Target: Carl Andrews 

Question: Do you believe the Brooklyn Democ- 
ratic Party has had a corruption problem? And if 
so, what would you do to try and change it? 

Andrews: My commitment to 
local politics and local issues 
will always be paramount to 
whatever I do. But... as a 
member of Congress, we 
have very pressing issues 
that need to be addressed ... 
The Brooklyn Democratic 
Party, if they are corrupt, and 
if they have anything that war- 
rants legal intervention, I’m sure 
that the district attorney, the prosecutors of this great 
eastern district, have and will continue to see ... if 
they can find any corruption. The party ... has not 
been indicted for anything or convicted of anything; 
members of the party have ... So, I don’t know ex- 
actly what kind of corruption you are referring to 
specifically. I’ve heard that there have been some 
decisions made about Clarence Norman, and things 
that he has done as an individual. So, if you know 
something, let me know. I’ve got this guy I know 
named Eliot Spitzer, who I’ll call and make sure that 
his public integrity unit looks at it. 



Markswoman: Yvette Clark 
Target: David Yassky 
Question: I've been able 
to amass ... contributions 
from ... people who reside 
in our community and who 
own businesses in the com- 
munity. But you’ve gotten 
most of your contributions from 
corporate entities, lawyers and 
special interests. And when I look at what’s 
happening in Washington D.C. right now, with re- 
spect to the level of pressure that our elected officials 
are under [from] special interests . . . what would you 
say to reassure the people of the 11th congressional 
district that the special interests that are invested in 



you will not impede your ability to deal with the very 
important issues that impact on the fives of the indi- 
viduals within our community? 

Yassky: The level of support that has come to this 
campaign shows that we are actually doing some- 
thing a little different ... We’re talking about ideas. 
And, that is what has attracted that level of support. 
My support has come from environmentalists, from 
people who believe in gun control, and most impor- 
tant to me, from people, many in the district, and 
some outside of the district, who are ardent Democ- 
rats who want to see us win something for a change 
and know that if they send me down there, they’re 
going to get a Democratic party. . .that is going to 
fight issue by issue by issue and beat the Republicans 
and actually get our stuff done. I’m proud that our 
campaign has attracted more support than any open- 
seat campaign in the country. 



Marksman: Nick Perry 
Target: David Yassky 
Question: I was reading this 
[Yassky campaign] pamphlet 
and I was reading, “Remem- 
ber when they passed laws like 
... the Violence Against Women 
act, the Assault Weapons Ban? 

Councilman David Yassky doesn’t 
just remember them, he wrote them.” 

Today, I had one of my staff people speak with 
former Sen. Metzenbaum, and he assured me that it 
was he who wrote that bill and introduced it in 1987, 
some time before Councilman Yassky reached 
Washington. David, who wrote the Brady Bill? 

Yassky: Well, of course, many people did, as you 
well know, as with any legislation. At that time, I was 
the chief counsel for the crime subcommittee in the 
House of Representatives when the version that ac- 
tually passed of the Brady Bill was written. I have no 
doubt — I know for a fact — that Senator Metzen- 
baum was the first person to introduce it in the Sen- 
ate. My then-boss Chuck Schumer introduced it in 
the House. And did I draft important sections of that 
bill? Absolutely I did. Did many other people have a 
hand in passing that bill? Of course they did.

have been embarrassing for the 
longtime senator, but said the en- 
dorsement vote — now sched- 
uled for April 20 and May 4 — 
should not have been moved. 

“Now the club is going to 
get a lot of bad press,” he said. 

"Club-packing” is a common 
phenomenon in Brooklyn. In 
years past, candidates have suc- 
cessfully swelled club member- 
ships on the eve of an endorse- 
ment vote and walked away 


with this supposedly vital plum, 
a lingering vestige of the days 
when local clubs were vital. 

Before the 2001 mayoral pri- 
mary, Mark Green’s supporters 
joined the gay and lesbian 
Lambda Independent Democ- 
rats and swung the endorsement 
away from Alan Hevesi. 

More recently, supporters of 
district attorney candidate Mark 
Peters joined IND at the last 
minute last year and almost 
swiped the endorsement away 


from incumbent Charles Hynes. 

Millman said such shenani- 
gans encouraged the board to 
change the rule. 

“If they join just to influence 
the endorsement vote, it’s not 
fair,” she said. “We wanted to 
ensure that the people who have 
been around for a long time are 
the ones making the decisions.” 
But at least one newcomer 
felt the vote-change was a be- 
trayal of the club’s name. 

“They set a deadline and 
then didn’t like who joined,” 
said Daniel Goldstein, spokes- 
man for Develop Don’t Destroy 
Brooklyn, and a new member 
of the club.

“There’s nothing independ- 
ent, neighborly or democratic 
about changing the rules.” 

Other clubs have been con- 
fronting the same issue, but only 
HMD pulled up the welcome mat. 

Central Brooklyn Independent 
Democrats, which has about 300 
members, had 100 newcomers 
join just before its deadline. De- 
spite the flood, the new members 
will vote at the endorsement 
t meeting on May 18, said club 
i President Josh Skaller.

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Underground RR to be buried again?

The Downtown Brooklyn Plan will destroy 
a historic way station on the Underground 
Railroad, residents of homes near the Fulton 
Mall claimed this week. 

The city has said it will tear down homes on 
Duffield Street, near Willoughby Street, to make 
room for a new hotel, according to Louis Greenstein, 
owner of 223 Duffield St. 

Greenstein, along with fellow Duffield homeown- 
er Joy Chatel, are spearheading the fight to preserve 
their homes — and their place in American history 
— by demanding that the city fully investigate the 
historical claims before swinging the wrecking ball. 

On Tuesday, Greenstein and Chatel — and a hand- 
ful of supporters — marched from Duffield Street 
across the Brooklyn Bridge to City Hall to ask May- 
or Bloomberg to step in. 

Chatel gave reporters a tour of the sub-basement 


where she says slaves were hidden on their way to 
freedom. A dark, dusty and narrow stairwell led into 
the cellar below her storefront beauty parlor into a 
tight space with little light. Cobwebs swayed from 
the low ceiling and the dirt floor contributed to omni- 
present dust. 

Chatel crouched and pointed out a wall underneath 
the circuit-breakers that she claims concealed a hid- 
ing place. Nearby, a second entrance to the sub-base- 
ment led to an underground tunnel that connected 
several Duffield Street houses. Greenstein said his re- 
search revealed that abolitionists lived in at least five 
houses on the block. 

“We need to investigate with archeologists, not 
consultants,” said Bill Batson, a candidate for the 
state Assembly, who helped organize the rally. 

The Downtown Brooklyn Plan, which rezoned a 
large swath of Brooklyn’s central business district in 
2004, will result in 4.5 million square feet of new office 
space, several skyscrapers and a park. — Liz Cooper

The birthin’ Britney Spears sculpture that caused 
labor-inducing contractions in pro-life circles finally 
descended upon Brooklyn last week — and its sculp- 
tor said that controversy was his intention all along. 

Furor had erupted a week before the April 7 unveiling of 
Daniel Edwards’s “Monument tc 
Pro-Life: The Birth of Sean Pre- 
ston” when Willliamsburg’s 
Capla Resting Fine Art 
gallery released photos of 
the piece. 

The sculpture depicts a 
naked Spears crouched on 
all fours atop a bear-skin mg; 
she is giving birth, the crown 
of her son’s head just emerging 
from the part of the sculpture that 
can’t be printed in a family paper. 

The opening made for a peculiar scene at the garage-cum- 
gallery at 121 Roebling St. Fifty-odd hipsters and a handful 
of press sipped wine from plastic cups as they peered awk- 
wardly at the flesh-colored and highly erotic sculpture of 
Spears, named in honor of the pro-life movement. 

No wonder the anti-abortion groups were offended. 

“They said she wasn’t wholesome enough to be a model 
for pro-life,” Edwards said at the opening party. “I think 
shame on them.” 

Then again, Edwards is not a pro-lifer — at least as the 
anti-abortion crowd defines that politically charged term. 

“I’m trying to broaden the definition [of pro-life] a little 
bit,” he said. “I think you need to expand it to include the idea 
of giving birth.” 

And, he admitted, to include a hefty dose of controversy. 

“Artists don’t try to reach a large-enough audience any- 
more,” complained Edwards, saying his true aim was to pro- 
voke discussion. 

But not everyone thinks he succeeded. 

Emma Pearse, a writer who attended the opening, was 
bothered by the piece, as well as by Edwards’s use of the 
abortion debate to generate press. 

“I’m always disappointed by this kind of art, because often 
when I talk to the artist, he doesn’t have much to say,” said 
Pearse. — Dana Rubinstein 


New security camera in Q train station

Big Brother really is watching 
you. 

New York City Transit quietly in- 
stalled eight security cameras in the 
Seventh Avenue Q train station in Park 
Slope — and the Orwellian purpose is 
to record “passenger identity at the 
turnstiles,” said James Anyansi, a tran- 
sit spokesman. 

‘This program enables us to monitor 
and keep records of events at our fare 
control areas and to reduce crime.” 


The images will be retained for 45 
days, he said. 

The program — part of a $20-mil- 
lion effort to put cameras in 60 sta- 
tions system-wide, including 20 in 
Brooklyn — is either a crime-buster 
or a dire invasion of personal privacy, 
depending on whom you ask. 

“The city needs to be asking itself 
about the increasingly massive use of 
surveillance cameras,” said Bob Perry 
of the New York Civil Liberties 


“What are the rules regarding ac- 
cess to surveillance tapes? How will 
the department prevent unauthorized 
access to these images? What’s the 
protocol for archiving and destruc- 
tion? These issues directly implicate 
fundamental rights.” 

Even those who have lobbied for 
security cameras for years were hardly 
oveqoyed. 

“I hope it will improve rider safe- 
ty,” said Craig Hammerman, district 
manager for Community Board 6. 


“But. . .do they have sufficient man- 
power to respond to conditions if they 
are observed?” 

The program was funded with $5 
million from the federal Office of De- 
fense Preparedness and $15 million 
from the Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority security budget. 

It is independent of the MTA plan 
announced in August 2005 to install 
1,000 closed-circuit television cam- 
eras and 3,000 motion detectors city- 
wide. — Rubinstein

Judge not crazy after all

A respected Brooklyn 
judge was declared mental- 
ly incompetent, forcibly re- 
moved from his residence, 
and placed in a nursing 
home — all, he says, 
because he was planning a 
run against District Attor- 
ney Charles Hynes in 2001. 

Sealed court documents 
obtained by The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers seem to back up civil 
court Judge John Phillips, re- 
vealing that the two doctors 
who examined him during his 
competency hearing did not 
think that he needed 24-hour 
nursing home assistance. 

The judge has returned to 
the public eye recently, thanks 
to the efforts of the Commit- 
tee to Free Judge Phillips to 
have him released into the 

On April 4, the judge shuf- 
fled into Judge Micheal 
Pesce’s courtroom in a rum- 
pled black trench coat, his 
hair disheveled, but his stature 
still imposing. Friends and 
family filled the benches, 
hopeffil that Phillips would be 
released into his niece’s cus- 
tody that day. 

Their hopes were mis- 
placed. Judge Pesce requested 
more details from the niece 
about how she would care for 
her uncle. 

Judge Phillips, formerly 
known as the “kung-fu” judge 
for his courtroom antics, lost 
his freedom, and his $ 10-mil- 
lion estate, in 2001 when he 
was placed under the 
guardianship of two attorneys 
— one of whom was Hynes’s 
former chief of staff. 

While Hynes has said that 
he was just trying to protect 
an addled Phillips from extor- 
tion, opponents of the long- 
time DA see something more 
sinister in the role his aides 
played in denying Phillips his 
freedom. 

“Hynes didn’t want to run 
against a respected black 
judge in Brooklyn who was 
worth $10 million,” said John 
O’Hara, a political activist 
with a long-standing beef 
with Hynes. 

So Hynes had Phillips com- 
mitted, O’Hara said. Court pa- 
pers echo that sentiment: 
“Judge Phillips was forced to 
withdraw based upon the fact 
that DA Hynes’s office institut- 


ed a guardianship proceeding 
against him, seizing all of his 
extensive real estate holdings.” 

But the sealed court docu- 
ments obtained by The Brook- 
lyn Papers show that Phillips 
did not need to be committed. 

At the competency hearing, 
Dr. Lisa Honkanen of New 
York-Presbyterian Hospital said 
Phillips needed only “a few 
hours” of care per day, not the 
round-the-clock coverage that 
Hynes’s people were recom- 
mending. Psychiatrist James 
Lynch agreed. 


“Judge Phillips is not in any 
acute danger,” he said. 

Despite the testimony of 
these experts, the court author- 
ized Phillips’s removal from his 
home, claiming that he needed 
the 24-hour care that only a 
nursing home could provide. 

But three years later, that 
claim still wasn’t true. 

In 2004, Phillips was so 
healthy that his nursing home 
refused to ask Medicare to cov- 
er Phillips’s expenses, saying 
that Phillips only needed “oral 
medications, assistance with . . . 


daily activities and general sup- 
portive services,” not “a profes- 
sional nurse or therapist.” 

At the hearing last week, 
Judge Pesce said he thought the 
end of his colleague’s involun- 
tary internment would soon end. 

“What’s important now is to 
get him back into the commu- 
nity,” Pesce said. 

No one agrees more than 
Judge Phillips. Back in May, 
2005, he told Judge Pesce in a 
letter that “there is no medical 
condition or otherwise requir- 
ing that I remain here.” 


CHECKIN' IN WITH ... 


Martin Schreibman, 
The Sex God of Brooklyn 

To outsiders, Brooklyn College professor Martin 
Schreibman is a well-liked academic who runs the 
school's Aquatic Research and Environmental Assess- 
ment Center. But insiders know him as "the Sex 
God." That's because Schreibman, best known for 
ground-breaking research into the mating rituals of 
horseshoe crabs, mans the switches on AREAC's big, 
fish-filled tanks. When he wants those tilapia, clown 
fish and crabs to get on with getting' it on, he turns 
up the temperature a few degrees ("and don't for- 
get the romantic music, " he added).

Q: How has life changed for you

A: For a while, I was getting more dates, but 
then I got married, which got me a lot more 
dates (I’m joking, honey. I’ll be home at 6!). 
And Borough President Markowitz gave me 
a proclamation about our work that called 
me the “Aqua-Sex God,” which was nice, 
too. No question the nickname will look 
good in my Times obit. 

Q: So what are you working on now? 
A: We have been raising tilapia in hopes of 
developing sustainable, environmentally 
friendly fish-farming. But we’ve been feed- 
ing the fish other fish — and it takes three 
pounds of fish meal for every one pound of 
fish growth. So now we’re feeding them al- 
gae, which will not only be environmental- 
ly sound, but actually raise the omega-3 fat- 
ty acids so the fish will be even more 
nutritious.

sea, aren't there? 

A: Yes, but we’re working with food 
pantries to help them grow fish so people 
can have fresh protein. They buy the tanks 
and we show them how to do it. It’s like I 
always say: If you teach a man to fish, he 
eats for a day.

At the full moon, the female 
will ride in on the high tide with two or three 
males mounted on her back. She deposits 
80,000 eggs in the sand and the males fertil- 
ize them. I don’t want to say it’s erotic, but I 
have brought dates there to watch. I even 
brought you there once.

My wife doesn't know!

Bankrupt Brooklyn Hos- 
pital went to court this 
week for permission to 
give more than $1 milli on 
in bonuses to administra- 
tors — while nurses work 
without a contract and 
complain of low pay. 

The Fort Greene hospital 
filed for bankruptcy last Sep- 
tember — three months after 
the nurses’ contract expired 
— and now needs a judge’s 
approval before it can spend 
money, including rewarding 
key executives. 

“Giving bonuses is a com- 
plete slap in the face,” said 
Camille Edwards, a spokes- 
woman for the nurses’ union. 
“The nurses have been faith- 
ful, dedicated, and committed. 
Tmst totally went out the win- 
dow [when the hospital filed 
for the executives’ bonuses].” 

Federal bankruptcy Judge 
Clara Craig will rule next 
month on whether the hospi- 
tal can give $200,000 bonuses 
to Chief Financial Officer 
Richard Braun, Chief Operat- 
ing Officer Paul Albertson, 
and Chief Executive Officer 
Sam Lehrfeld, bonuses that 
would amount to 50 percent 
of the executives’ $400,000 
salaries. 

Other execs at the hospital 
are in line for smaller bonus- 
es, court papers show. 

Hospital officials defended 


the gravy as a way to keep 
key employees from seeking 
better jobs. 

“We wanted to make sure 
the key management team 
stayed with us,” hospital 
board Chairman Jonathan 
Weld told the judge, adding 
that five key executives have 
already bolted for greener pas- 
tures. 

But Edwards said any 
available cash should be spent 
on the people who actually do 
“the hard work” at a hospital 
— the nurses. 


Lehrfeld received a three- 
percent raise in 2005 and an- 
other three-percent hike in 
January — after the hospital 
had already filed for bankrupt- 
cy protection. 

The nurses received a one- 
percent raise in 2005. 

The bonuses would not di- 
rectly affect contract negotia- 
tions between nurses and the 
hospital, said union rep Jeff 
Schioppa. 

“But it’s going to affect the 
morale of the hospital,” he 
said. “It already has.” 


Slope lesbians on

They’re here, they’re 
queer and they’re going to 
the Easter Egg Roll at the 
White House — thanks to 
a Brooklyn couple. 

Park Slopers Colleen Gille- 
spie and Alisa Surkis will lead 
the estimated 200 gay and les- 
bian families that plan on at- 
tending Monday’s traditional 
holiday event at the presi- 
dent’s house. 

Gillespie and Surkis took 
their 3-year-old daughter, Ella, 
to the egg roll last year, but it 
was rained out. So this year, 
they decided to organize 
dozens of other gay and les- 
bian fa mi lies to show up en 
masse. 

“We want our daughter to 
have fun, of course, but also 
want to have our families be 
visible at a great American 
event,” Surkis said. 

Critics said the gay families 
are just trying to politicize a 
kid’s event that dates back to 
the late 1800s. 

“It’s facetious ... to say 
they’re not making a political 
statement,” Mark D. Tooley, 
the director of the United 
Methodist committee at the 
Institute on Religion and 
Democracy, told the New 
York Times. 


But Surkis called that argu- 
ment “backwards.” 

“We’re not the ones who 
made our families political,” 
she said. “Our families have 
been attacked for political 
gain — and the way they do it 
is by dehumanizing us. So the 
only way to fight back is to 
show who we are: real fami- 
lies with real children.” 

Surkis said the gay and les- 
bian fa mi lies would be very 
visible, thanks to rainbow-col- 
ored silk leis. She doesn’t 


think the accessory will stand 
in the way of her, Gillespie 
and Ella’s entrance. 

“I not aware of any White 
House policy against wearing 
a lei to the egg roll,” she said. 

Of course, it’s not the first 
time that the Easter Egg Roll 
has had a political subtext. In 
1953, Mamie Eisenhower was 
apparently so appalled that 
there were no black children 
at the event that the next year, 
the egg roll was finally deseg- 
regated.

Big bonuses 
at bankrupt 
hospital

Bankrupt Brooklyn Hos- 
pital went to court this week 
for permission to give more 
than $1 million in bonuses to 
administrators, while nurses 
work without a contract and 
complain of low pay. 

The Fort Greene hospital 
filed for bankruptcy last Sep- 
tember, three months after the 
nurses’ contract expired, and now 
needs a judge’s approval before 
it can spend money, including 
rewarding key executives. 

“Giving bonuses is a com- 
plete slap in the face,” said 
Camille Edwards, a spokes- 
woman for the nurses’ union. 
“The nurses have been faith- 
ful, dedicated, and committed.” 

Federal bankruptcy Judge 
Clara Craig will mle next 
month on whether the hospital 
can give $200,000 bonuses to 
Chief Financial Officer Richard 
Braun, Chief Operating Officer 
Paul Albertson, and Chief Ex- 
ecutive Officer Sam Lehrfeld, 


bonuses that would amount to 
50 percent of the executives’ 
$400,000 salaries. Other execs 
at the hospital are in line for 
smaller bonuses. 

“We wanted to make sure 
the key management team 
stayed with us,” hospital board 
Chairman Jonathan Weld told 
the judge, adding that five key 
executives have already bolted 
for greener pastures. 

But Edwards said any avail- 
able cash should be spent on 
the people who actually do 
“the hard work” at a hospital 
— the nurses. 

Lehrfeld received a three- 
percent raise in 2005 and an- 
other three-percent hike in 
January — after the hospital 
had already filed for bankrupt- 
cy protection. 

The nurses received a one- 
percent raise in 2005. 

The bonuses would not di- 
rectly affect contract negotia- 
tions between nurses and the 
hospital, said union rep Jeff 
Schioppa. “But it’s going to af- 
fect the morale of the hospital.”

The jilted businesses 
along Bay Ridge’s famed 
Bridal Row have news for 
the bride who abandoned 
them: We’re doing just 
fine without you. 

Kleinfeld Bridal — 
ster-sized, one-stop bridal 
shop in Bay Ridge — caused 
an uproar last summer when it 
abmptly abandoned Fifth Av- 
enue for greener pastures in 
Manhattan. 

But the remaining commu- 
nity of tuxedo shops, jewelers, 
florists and gift stores that had 
developed in harmony with 
the bridal emporium — and 
which pundits said would nev- 
er survive — is doing quite 
nicely, thank you, after a brief 
dip in business. 

“We have more appoint- 
ments than we can handle 
now,” said Alice Sena, manag- 
er of Sposabella Couture 
bridal shop, just down the 
block from the former Klein- 
feld’s. 

Dante Zeller Tuxedo, di- 
rectly across from the former 
bridal behemoth, was also ex- 
pected to wither in its absence. 
But manager Randy Raymond 
said the store is also getting 
along well. 

“Kleinfeld’s leaving hurt 
the whole neighborhood,” said 
Raymond. “But with us, it’s 
just hurt the walk-ins” — 
which represent only 4 per- 
cent of the overall business, he 

“Fortunately,” Raymond 
said, “this is still an active 
neighborhood.” 

Basil Capatanakis, a Real- 
tor and mortgage broker with 
14 Apollo Associates, summed 
up the general mood nicely: 
“Losing Kleinfeld is not the 
end of the world.” 

But some shops have had a 
harder time getting over the 
break-up. 

Beverly Trimming, which 
sells vintage buttons, fabric 
and lace on Fifth Avenue be- 
tween 78th and 79th streets, is 
one such business. Owner 
Rosemarie Fistanic said sales 
are down 95 percent. 

“I’ve tried to reinvent my- 
self,” said Fistanic. “I took in 
some fabrics, and it’s helping 
to a degree. But I’m still 
thinking about what else we 
could specialize in,” to meet 
market demand. 

La Boheme, an evening- 
wear store located on Fifth 
Avenue at 85th Street, has

also suffered, with sales drop- 
ping 20 percent, according to 
a store manager who would- 
n’t give her name. 

Kleinfeld’s opened in 
1941, but its development 
into a bridal destination was 
gradual. 

“We opened as a fur store,” 
said Jack Schachter, its for- 
mer owner. “From there, we 
slowly evolved into ready-to- 

“In the 1960s, accidentally, 
we got into bridal. Someone 
who worked for us part-time 
convinced us to open up a 
bridal room. In the late 1960s, 
bridal became the dominant 
part of this store, so we got 
rid of everything else.” 

At its height in 1990, Kle- 
infeld Bridal occupied seven 
buildings on Fifth Avenue, 
between 82nd and 83rd 
streets, and attracted as many 
as 500 people a day, some 
from as far away as Califor- 
nia, and many from New Jer- 
sey and Manhattan. 

“The bride doesn’t come by 
herself,” he said. “She comes 
with a retinue. She has a 


mother, brides- 
maids, maids-of- 
honor. We call it 
her ‘advisory 
committee.’” 
Schachter, who 
sold the business 
in 1990, still owns five of 
those buildings — one of 
which will become a Com- 
merce Bank branch. 

“We felt the business was 
ready to expand, and we did- 
n’t feel personally capable of 
bringing it to that level,” said 
Schachter. “I was getting on in 
years, and to start going in a 
different direction ... It was

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Serious comedy 

Hall and Redgrave channel Oscar Wilde with new 4 Earnest ’ 



F or Sir Peter Hall, who directs Oscar 
Wilde’s “The Importance of Being 
Earnest” — starring Lynn Redgrave — 
at the Brooklyn Academy of Music’s Har- 
vey Theatre this month, shepherding a new 
production of a century-old play — even a 
masterpiece like Wilde’s — is difficult. 

“I think a director’s function, when work- 
ing on a classic play from the past, is rough- 
ly this: to try to understand as much as pos- 
sible of the society which supported the 
play originally and which bred its author,” 
Sir Peter observes via e-mail from London. 
“The author’s intentions have, to the direc- 
tor’s best ability, to be found out and ob- 
served.” 

But director Hall also knows the realities 
of live theater: embalming classic plays as 
mere museum pieces does a disservice to 
both playwright and audience. 

“No play speaks for itself and no play 
can be done as an antique,” he explains. “It 
has to become a living thing where the di- 
rector tries to express the author’s original 
intentions in terms which are modem 
enough for a contemporary audience to un- 
derstand. But to make it ‘fresh’ and ‘new’ 
by distorting it is no help either.” 

When it comes to Wilde’s wonderfully 
witty play — which centers on two young 
men who have invented, respectively, a 
brother and a pseudonym both named 
Ernest to help spice up their rather boring 
lives — a first-rate production with superb 
actors will by itself keep the play fresh and 
new, with no further spicing up needed. 

Sir Peter already knows, having staged 
Wilde before, that his scripts are constantly 
reinvigorated because they belie their clever 
surfaces. 

“Years ago, I directed Wilde’s play ‘An 
Ideal Husband’ and discovered something 
absolutely basic,” he says. “All Wilde’s 
characters are extravagantly emotional and 
are naturally egocentric. But they do not 
show their feelings: that would be funda- 
mentally un-English, so they utter witti- 
cisms instead. 

“The more emotional they become, the 
more they cover their feelings with extrava- 
gant wit. It is a type of English stiff-upper- 
lip, and it informs all of Wilde’s theatre. Be- 
neath the wit, there 
is always an intense 
emotional reality. 

And if the actor 
doesn’t create it 
evety night, then the 
play may look unse- 
rious, even face- 

That’s definitely 
not the case in Hall’s 
“Earnest” produc- 
tion, which features 
British theater stal- 
warts like Miriam 
Margolyes, Terence 
Rigby, James Water- 
ston, Bianca Amato 
and Charlotte Parry, 
in addition to Red- 

“The reason why 
Miss Redgrave is 
my ideal choice is 
because she has 
such strength and 

clarity,” he says. “She knows what a very se- 
rious business comedy is and she under- 
stands the power of Lady Bracknell’s obses- 
sions. It is the marriage market which 
obsesses her: she wants to have her daughter 
married well and that means money.” 

That, to be sure, is an underlying theme of 
the play.

“There is a very 
serious social pur- 
pose underneath the 
high comedy,” says 
Hall. “These are 
people who have lit- 
tle to do except to 
assert their position 
in society, maintain 
their capital, and 
don’t soil their 
hands with any 
work. [Wilde’s] 
original audience 
must indeed have 
been made to look 
at itself.” 

The playwright subtitled his immortal 
work as “a trivial comedy for serious peo- 
ple,” which the director finds vintage Wilde. 
“[It is], in my view, Wilde throwing down a 
challenge to his audience,” Hall explains. 
“I’m perfectly sure he didn’t regard his com- 
edy as ‘trivial.’ I’m equally sure he didn’t 
think of the audience as ‘serious.’” 


Hall’s production of Wilde’s classic comes “[Playwrights like Wilde, Harold Pinter,

Bearing fruit 


Art — and beauty — can be found in the most 
unexpected places, but Fort Greene artist-curator 
Ryan Watkins-Hughes wants you to go and really 
look for it. 

Hint: he’s leaving it on store shelves along 
Williamsburg’s Grand Street. 

“It’s a funny riff on Warhol’s soup cans,” 
Watkins-Hughes told GO Brooklyn. “He elevated 
a Campbell’s soup can to high art, and I’m taking 
high art and putting it back in the grocery store.” 

Watkins-Hughes has collected artworks from 40 
artists, placed them on cans of food and distributed 
them amidst a dozen shops for his “Shopdropping” 

In C-Town, shoppers might stumble across the 
works of (pictured, left to right) New York’s Kelly 
Mola, Kentucky’s Shannon McRoberts, Califor- 
nia’s Michael Rippens, Watkins-Hughes and 
Maine’s Kris Hall. 

The best place to begin the art hunt is Maiden, 
Brooklyn, where many of the eight-ounce cans are 
on display, and a map to the drop sites can be 
picked up. 

For the most part, says Watkins-Hughes, the 
store owners and employees are unaware that their 
business is being used as gallery space, although 
for this collaboration with Maiden, Watkins-Hugh- 
es did ask permission from some proprietors to en- 
sure there would still be cans for visitors to admire 
throughout April. 

“A majority of [the store owners] don’t know 
that they are there, and that’s the intended habitat,” 
said the 27-year-old artist. “I want to be leaving 
them unbeknownst to the shop owners and em- 
ployees.” He defines his “Shopdropping” project 
as “a form of culture jamming; reverse shoplift.” 

He also likens his ongoing dabbling in guerilla 
street art as a “prank.” 

“It’s funny and engaging, and there’s something 
a little dangerous about it,” said Watkins-Hughes. 
“I’ve gotten caught a couple of times and con- 
fronted by different store owners, and it’s fun to 
try to talk your way out of why you’re leaving a 
product behind. 

“They have no clue what to think. Sometimes 
they don’t even notice until I take pictures of them. 
I’ve even been accused of corporate espionage! 
Like some other company wants to know how 
Shop Smart stocks their peaches.” 

“Shopdropping" is on display through April 
30 at Maiden, Brooklyn (252 Grand St. between 
Driggs Avenue and Roebling Street in Williams- 
burg) and other venues. For gallery hours and 
more information, call (718) 384-1967 or visit 
www.maidenbrooklyn.com.

Japanese cuisine cooked 
up with originality at Taku

been lucky to visit several 
restaurants recently where chefs turn 
personal rendering of Asian 
cuisine. The most individual approach 
can he found at Taku, a Japanese eatery 
in Boerum Hill, co-owned by chef 
Adam Shepard, who worked at Man- 
hattan’s Bond Street and Union Pacific. 

Taku is his first restaurant, and his 
original concept was a noodle house. 

“I was tired of traveling into the city 
for a good bowl of ramen,” said the 
Brooklynite, “and thought that the 
neighborhood could use a place that 
served great soup made with the best in- 
gredients.” By the time he and his busi- 
ness partner Jim Heckler opened in May 
2005, their humble ramen shop evolved 
into a polished, 50-seat restaurant with 
cooking that references Japan, but is as 
uniquely Shepard’s as his fingerprint. 

The menu is brief with a few small 
dishes labeled “snacks,” several more 
substantial appetizer plates, just three 
noodle soups and a handful of entrees. 
There are standard dishes such as 
“edamame,” the Japanese boiled soy- 
beans that taste like peanuts. There are 
“gyoza,” the crescent shaped dumplings, 
which he serves with a tart sauce bright- 
ened with the addition of yuzu, the 
slightly sour citrus fruit. 

But if you’re looking for traditional 
sushi, you won’t find it. There is a 
handroll filled with tuna tartare and an-

One plate of three 
different sashimi

nishes) is available, 
too; the variety 
changes constantly, 

depending on the freshest catch of the 
day. But that’s it for raw fish. 

If you want to eat in a classically dec- 
orated Japanese restaurant with a long 
sushi bar overlooking chefs slicing and 
rolling, that isn’t Taku. The decor strikes 
high notes with elegant gray-green walls 
and a vase on the bar bearing a spray of 
pink cherry blossoms. Yet the flowers 
that create a border around the top of the 
walls have a hand-drawn quality and the 
waitresses wear casual street clothes. 


At 'home' on Smith Street: Chef and 
co-owner Adam Shepard (above) 
serves up Taku's signature ramen 
(right), a medley of Berkshire pork, 
scallion, "gobo" and smoked bacon. 

Looking at the space, I imagined Shep- 
ard saying to his designers, “Let’s not 
make this too precious.” 

He begins a meal with “kimchi,” an 
incendiary Korean pickled cabbage. His 
version tames the heat into a slow bum 
on the tongue. 

Under “appetizers,” there are two 
unusual vegetable dishes listed. One 
features five kinds of seaweed mixed 
with ginger dressing that’s flavored 
with “daikon” radish and sweet onions. 

The ingredients 
create an intrigu- 
ing balance of 
briny flavors and 
a pleasant note of 
sharpness from 
the roots. Long 
beans (also known 
as yard-long beans 
for their length) 
are charred until 
slightly smoky and tossed with a tofu 
dressing flavored with miso. Cold sake 
(Nigori Ginjo — “Summer Snow” — 
from the Kamoizumi Brewing Compa- 
ny), which begins with a smooth 
creaminess and finishes with a bite, 
holds up to the appetizers’ spice. 

Big prawns are fried until crunchy in 
a batter laced with sesame seeds. The 
shrimp, which are a little heftier than 
tempura — yet still light, are dipped into 
sauce made from QP mayonnaise, the

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Hellmann’s of Japan, which is warmed 
with chilies and scallions. 

There are a few small missteps on the 
menu. “Harumaki,” or Japanese-style 
spring rolls, are deep-fried until crisp, 
but their vegetarian fillin g is no more en- 
ticing than a standard eggroll. 

Taku’s desserts are just so-so. A 
sludgy, green almond cream made an 
unwelcome entry over a silky, bitter- 
sweet chocolate pot au creme. The co- 
conut ice cream sundae wasn’t a bad 
way to end the meal, but it seems like an 
afterthought, not a fully developed dish. 
That dessert included scoops of vanilla 
ice cream, a fluff of green tea-flavored 
whipped cream and a scattering of sour 
cherries and toasted coconut. 

There are two beautifully executed, 
sensuously textured fish dishes: “kon- 
bo-cured black codfish” and “line- 
caught Chatham cod.” The black cod- 
fish was seared until the skin was crisp 
and the flesh silken. A bit of pickled 
persimmon added a tart, yet sweet, note 
and slices of Japanese eggplant lent col- 
or to the plate. The cod, from the waters 
of Massachusetts, was courser in texture 
with a delicate taste. Shepard paired the 
fish with slices of curried parsnips and 
dabbed the plate with vinaigrette that 


enlivened each bite. 

He is just as adept at meat dishes, 
especially the playfully conceived 
hanger steak topped with tempura 
“onion rings.” The rare slices of boldly 
flavored meat were teamed with roast- 
ed shiitake mushrooms and a rich shal- 
lot sauce. Those rings — impossibly 
crisp and retaining the sharpness of the 
onion — are reason enough to visit the 
restaurant. 

About the ramen: Shepard says it’s 
the most popular dish on the menu — 
and for good reason. He uses Berkshire 
pork and smoked bacon in his ‘Taku ra- 
men” that has a deep, meaty broth. 
Slices of rare rib-eye steak floated over 
silky noodles in a rich, curry-laced stock 
in the “pho bo.” At $15 and $14 respec- 
tively, they’re not cheap for noodle 
soups, but the flavors are vibrant, the 
serving is generous and the ingredients 
are the best available. 

Taku means “home” in Japanese, and 
it’s an apt name for this quirky restau- 
rant. Shepherd is literally at home on 
the block where he lives a few doors 
down from the restaurant. And he looks 
like a man who has found the right spot 
for himself, at work in the open kitchen, 
turning out Japanese food his way. 


Dance like Zorba 


The latest addition to Bay Ridge’s 
ever-burgeoning dining scene is Agnanti 
Meze. The restaurant that serves tradi- 
tional Greek dishes is the clone of the 
popular, 3-year-old eatery of the same 
name in Astoria, Queens. The latest Ag- 
nanti Meze, an 80-seat, rustic looking 
room with black-and-white photos of 
Athenian residents on the walls and 
hand-painted crockery on the tables, 
opened Dec. 30. 

The menu of chef-owner Spiros Sido- 
rakis (his partner is Maria Lambrianidis) 
stays hue to the simple cooking of the re- 
gion with familiar meze such as “tara- 
masalata,” the carp fish roe spread; “tsat- 
siki,” the cooling cucumber salad dressed 
with yogurt that’s garnished with mint 
and paprika; and crisp leaves of phyllo 
dough filled with spinach and feta 
cheese, “spanakopita.” 

The preparation of grilled salmon — 
lightly adorned with lemon and olive oil 
— and fresh sardines — grilled or 


cooked with rosemary — lets the quality 
of the fish shine through. There is “sou- 
vlaki” (slices of roasted, skewered meat) 
on the menu, too. His moist chicken ver- 
sion of the dish is “legendary,” says 
Sidorakis proudly. 

(Pictured at left is the “Dolmades 
yialantzi,” hand-rolled grape leaves 
stuffed with rice and herbs.) 

Be careful of the retsina on the mostly 
Greek wine list. The wine seems innocu- 
ous, but down a couple glasses of the 
pine-flavored vino and you’ll be dancing 
on the table like Zorba the Greek. When 
spring actually feels like spring, the own- 
ers will set up tables on the side of the 
restaurant for outdoor dining. 

Agnanti Meze (7802 Fifth Ave. at 
78th Street in Bay Ridge) accepts cash 
only. Entrees: $5.50 to $20.50. The 
restaurant serves lunch on the week- 
ends from 1 am to 4 pm; dinner is avail- 
able daily.

Joe Mangrums temporary installation 
decomposes at Ch’i Contemporary Fine Art

T he mandalas spread out in 
rippling waves of color 
from a series of sandy 
footprints leading across the 
gallery floor. Brightly hued 
spices, accented by almonds, 
flowers, dried fruits and care- 
fully placed mounds of tiny 
peas, swirl in oval patterns. 
Each footprint is comprised 
entirely of commodities culled 
from the local Brooklyn com- 
munity. 

San Francisco artist Joe 
Mangrum, 37, spent a week 
gathering materials in the bor- 
ough that he found visually 
exciting and meaningful to 
create the installation, “Im- 
pressions,” at Ch’i Contempo- 
rary Fine Art in Williamsburg. 

On display through April 
17, “Impressions” is a visceral 
and visionary response to 
New York City, according to 
Mangrum. The installation de- 
picts the conflict between Na- 
ture and the industrial, man- 
made world, and also between 
the individual and an oppres- 
sive, socialized environment. 

The rainbow ripples made 
of soft, organic stuff appear 
fragile, but they are realized as 
powerful, irresistible forces 
that can rip up geometrically 
laid out tiles and buckle pave- 
ments. The dramatic narrative, 
in which forces of Nature 

arise to hurl off the 

yoke of societal 
control, is a central 
theme of Man- 
grum’s work. 

The large color 
photos document- 
ing his previous 
installation work 
that fill out Ch’i’s 
gallery space are a 
recent innovation. For many 
years, Mangrum says, it was a 
struggle to get decent photo- 
graphs of the performance- 
like works. It’s extraordinary 
that such an artist has survived 
and thrived, creating playful,

inclusiveness to the work that 
transcends the usual cate- 
gories of art consumption. 
Pedestrians of all ages pause, 
peer though the window, and 
then wander into Ch’i. They 
step gingerly around the little 


swirls of lentils and puddles of 
colored sand, pointing and 
talking happily. 

A prodigy who started 
painting at age 8, Mangrum 
graduated from the School at 
the Art Institute of Chicago in 
1991 and then set out to see 
the world. While following 
the Beastie Boys’ tour, he 
learned sand painting tech- 
niques from a group of Ti- 
betan monks. In 1994 he be- 
gan creating daily installations 
at Laguna Beach, making 
what he terms an “environ- 
mental statement” against the 
construction of a toll road that 
was destroying public park- 

“Every morning I’d walk 
for two hours and gather 
flowers and plant materials, 
and then create all day,” Man-

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grum told GO Brooklyn. The 
creative process he describes 
as a “12-hour meditation of 
peeling apart flowers to a 
stem/petal/pistil level ... de- 
constructing and then laying 
them out in symmetrical 
forms.” The 16- to 20-foot- 
wide mandalas, which were 
swept away by park atten- 
dants each morning, attracted 
a good deal of attention from 
park visitors. After one week, 
a front-page story in the Los 
Angeles Times made Man- 
grum a celebrity. 

Mangrum seems as sur- 
prised as he is delighted by 
the response to his work. But 
he has an explanation: the 
mandala symbol, he says, has 
“the ability. . .to communicate 
to all cultures, without a lin- 
guistic barrier.” 


While Mangrum’s work 
piqued the interest of the me- 
dia and local residents, the 
San Joaquin Hills Toll Road 
was completed in 1994. 

Before long, Mangrum be- 
gan incorporating industrial 
and mechanistic structures 
into his works, underscoring 
the significance of the organic 
materials and forms. In one 
piece, “Trans-Mission 98,” he 
deconstructed his broken- 
down car, cutting it into tiny 
pieces, which then became a 
Lilliputian city in a San Fran- 
cisco plaza. With the help of 
passersby, a truckload of liv- 
ing sod was used to create 
tendrils of greenery engulfing 
the metallic structure. (A pho- 
tograph of this installation is 
on view at Ch’i.) 

In another piece, “Detona- 
tion Earth,” marking the 60th 
anniversary of the bombing of 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
Mangrum and 20 volunteers 
created a floating mushroom 
cloud composed of hundreds 
of pounds of sprouted wheat- 
grass and draped it over a re- 
production of the Nike of 
Samothrace in chains. A pho- 
tograph shows the grid-like 
miniature landscape of com- 
puter parts, industrial scraps 
and bottled compost that sur- 
rounded the statue. 

Employing edible materials 
such as fruit, nuts, seeds, 
wheatgrass, milk and honey, 
Mangrum seeks to impart a 
living presence to his works. 
There are fragrances, and tex- 
tures that one yearns to touch; 
in addition, the materials be- 
gin changing from the mo- 
ment they are added to the as- 
semblages. Vulnerable to 
destruction by time, accident 
or intent, the pieces are both 
miraculous manifestations 
and wry commentaries on so- 
ciety. Made of uneaten food, 
sprockets and whatever else is 
handy, the sculptures seem to 
be generated in the imagina- 
tion of a child. 

Although Mangrum won 
the Lorenzo De Medici 
Award at the Florence Bien- 
nale in 2003, conversing with 
him doesn’t feel like an inter- 
view with an “important” 
American artist. His unpre- 
tentious words emphasize 
ephemeral moments in hu- 
man lives, transformed by un- 
expected encounters with art. 

When asked if anyone has 
ever eaten part of his sculp- 
tures, Mangrum says laugh- 
ingly, ‘T have!” 

Visitors to Ch’i behave as 
though they had helped to 
create these designs them- 
selves; or as if they were in 
the presence of something sa- 

There’s a kernel of truth in 
both of these notions. Man- 
grum’s work was bom on the 
streets, made holy by its ca- 
pacity to involve the public in 
the process of art. And after 
it’s all been swept away, what 
was precious about it was the 
moment of shared wonder it 
inspired.

Don’t Fear the Riesling!

I f ever there was a misunderstood grape, it 
is Riesling. Whenever I get together with 
winemakers, Chefs and Sommeliers, it 
seems that we always start off with a bottle of 
Riesling, but most of the American public 
shies away from wines made from this vener- 
able, ancient grape. Let’s take a look and try 
to find out why. 

Like many other Americans, my first expe- 
riences with Rieslings (pronounced REE 
sling) were anything but noble. 

College students have always r 
had little money to spend on i 
drink, so inexpensive, simple, I 
sweet German Rieslings like I 
Zellerschwarzenkatz, Blue Nun, I 
Black Tower and Liebfraumilch L 
were what we bought. They were 
enjoyable in that they contained 
alcohol, seemed more sophisticat- 
ed than offering your date a beer, 
and they were fine for a young, inex 
perienced palate. We drank them a 
we enjoyed them, and I make no e 
for that. I am very glad, though, that r 
of the Rieslings made are quite unlike 
those of my youth. 

Most people have a sweet tooth. We are 

foods when they were ripe (and sweet) was 
necessary for our early ancestor’s survival. 
We Americans have a notorious appetite 
for sweets, but seem to hate the idea of our 
wine having even the slighte: 
sugar. (This natural sugar, from ti 
grape, is left over from the fer- 
mentation process and is called 1 
residual sugar) We drink soft 
drinks with the equivalent of twelve spoon- 
fuls of sugar per can, but run from a touch of 

out on so much. Think about it: have you 
enjoyed a soda with a slice of pizza, or a shake 
with a burger? Lots more sugar there than in 
almost any Riesling. The slighdy sweet “off- 
dry” Rieslings go very well with food, and 
once you give them a try I think you’ll agree. 

Riesling was brought up the Rhine River 
by the conquering Romans, replacing the 
native grapes found growing there. It was

Riesling spread 
west to Alsace, on the French side of the 
Rhine, where it, also, is the dominant grape, 
making a delicious match with the regional 
dishes, such as Charcroute Garnie and 
Quenelles of Pike.

Wine lovers should know that Riesling is 
the most versatile of all grapes, capable of 
making the driest, most delicate of wines, 
the richest, most dense, sweet-as-honey 
dessert wines, and almost anything in 
between, either still or sparkling. I believe 
that Rieslings are perhaps the most food- 
friendly wines, in that they compli- 
so many foods, and they 
at compete with their fla- 
vors. Rieslings, surprisingly, are 
also a perfect match with many dishes that 
we usually associate with red wines!

all, every villain is just “mis- 
understood”). 

‘T felt upset that she was at- 
tacked so viciously,” said the 
Hat Lady. “But I didn’t want 
to seem like too much of a 
wuss. People were sticking up 
for me, as well. I didn’t want 
to seem like a spineless water 
creature.” 

In the end, Hat Lady harbors 
no bitterness (it’s Park Slope, 
after all).

Roger’s no MLK 


H OW DARE THEY? The other day, when 
transit workers’ union boss Roger Tous- 
saint was sentenced to 10 days in jail for 
last year’s illegal strike, the usual rabble 
rousers were at the microphones offering their 
support. 

The rabble rousers in public office, that is. 
That many of the supporters of Toussaint’s 
illegal walkout are Brooklyn elected officials 
should come as no surprise — after all, one of 
them, Assemblyman Roger Green (D-Fort 
Greene), is a lawbreaker himself. 

But what should come as a shock is the high- 
flying language used to describe Toussaint by 
four officials who are all seeking promotions to 
Congress: Green and City Councilman Charles 
Barron (D-Canarsie) in Rep. Ed Towns’s district. 


Assemblyman Nick Perry (D-Flatbush) and 
Councilwoman Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush) in 
the neighboring seat, which is being vacated by 
the retiring Rep Major Owens. 

Clarke called Toussaint a “hero.” Green 
added that the illegal strike will make him a 
“rock star” — and even linked Toussaint’s 
leadership of the union to the historic civil 
rights battles of Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Have you no sense of decency, Assemblyman? 
At long last, have you no sense of decency? 

Martin Luther King, Jr. was a titanic figure 
of courage and leadership whose triumphant 
moment came, ironically, during the orches- 
trated boycott of the bus system in Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. 

Green should review history before he toss- 


es around King’s name so easily: When King 
asked tens of thousands of people to walk to 
work, he did it to fight centuries of racism and 
decades of Jim Crow laws that denied black 
people basic civil rights. 

When Toussaint forced people walk to work 
last year, he did so to force the state to pay his 
workers more — a noble goal, perhaps, but 
certainly not worthy of the King legacy of civil 
disobedience. 

Perhaps it’s too much to ask these “leaders” to 
put things in perspective. But is it too much to ask 
that people seeking higher office speak out for the 
hundreds of thousands of New York workers — 
the majority of them black and Latino — who 
were inconvenienced (or worse, lost a few days’ 
pay) during Toussaint’s illegal walkout?

Why does Ratner get state’s $33M? 


To the editor: 

Your recent summary of 
my analysis of Forest City 
Ratner’s economic projections 
for the Atlantic Yards project 
was too brief (“State gives 
Ratner $33M,” April 1). 

Forest City Ratner’s claim 
that its project will generate 
$6 billion describes cumula- 
tive revenue over 30 years, 
but the present value, if the 
money were in hand, would 
actually be about $2 billion. 
The developer’s use of a 30- 
year figure is like a home- 
owner claiming his $200,000 
mortgage is worth $600,000 
— because the latter figure is 
the sum of the payments. 

So $2 billion should be 
FCR’s starting point. Worse, 
either figure enormously over- 
states the revenue, because the 
developer assumes an eco- 
nomic boost from income tax-

es paid by new residents. (If 
so, then every luxury housing 
project would be an economic 
goldmine.) 

And FCR lowballs the pub- 
lic costs, since the cost of traf- 
fic is ignored, and the devel- 
oper assumes, for example, 
that there would be no addi- 
tional cost to police the arena. 

FCR drastically overesti- 
mates the project’s potential 
fiscal benefits. My sources are 
hardly anti-project ideologues; 
they include the Independent 
Budget Office, the New York 
City Economic Development 
Corporation, and the Pratt In- 
stitute Center for Community 
and Environmental Develop- 
ment. Norman Oder, Park Slope 
Editor's note: We direct read- 
ers to our editorial in the same 
issue, "Ratner's rubberstam- 
pers , " [April 1 ] which echoes 
Oder's argument.

Brooklyn 
vs. Bush

A dherents of the Brooklyn music scene may 
remember Steve de Seve from his days spent 
playing bass in his band, which doled out doses of 
an amalgam of the disparate genres of afrobeat and 
classic rock. Fans of the band’s live show would like- 
ly volunteer that De Seve and his band mates used 
to get into their gigs, so much so that they would lit- 
erally get into costumes. “The band just kept com- 
ing for rehearsal every week, and I’d just dress them 
up in costumes and shoot them,” says de Seve.

The raw mix of artists, video 
equipment and what seems like a 
general disdain for conformity gave 
rise to what eventually became 
Brooklyn vs. Bush, a sketch comedy 
TV show shown on Brooklyn 
Community Access Television 
(BCAT) that delights in disdaining 
the political powers that be. 

De Seve explains the show’s gene- 
sis quite simply: “I couldn’t manage 
a 20-piece band and do the televi- 
sion show at the same time. We 
started doing a couple goofy sketch- 
es and, of course, things turned to 
politics.” 

De Seve’s lack of interest in time 
management has blessed the bor- 
ough with one of the funniest polit- 
ical satire shows about Brooklyn 
since. . .well, ever. 

Watch one of the shows and you’ll 
find Bush or some local Brooklyn 
figure who has the misfortune of 
having earned the derision of de 
Seve et al placed firmly in the 
comedic crosshairs. “We say it’s an 
anti-Bush comedy show, Brooklyn 
style,” says de Seve. “It’s kind of 
unusual to do a local show about the 
president, but he’s messing us up 
right here.” 

To hear de Seve tell it, the inspira- 
tion for much of the show’s content 
is drawn from thin air. “You look 
around the room or you flip on the 
news and see what’s going on,” he 
says. Once a statue of Jesus (sans 
head) somehow ended up in de 
Seve’s apartment, and thus became 
the inspiration for a sketch. But 
judging from the political nature of 
many of the show’s sketches, it 


seems a foregone conclusion that de 
Seve is an avid consumer of the 
news. He says he often watches the 
PBS news magazine NOW, and is a 
semi-regular listener of Amy 
Goodman, host of the leftist news 
radio program Democracy Now! “I 
turn a lot of her stuff into sketches,” 
explains de Seve. He adds, “One 
thing that I don’t ever leave myself 
time for is writing, ever. Pretty much 
what you see on the air for a sketch 
is the amount of time I spent writ- 
ing, it ; ” 

It’s interesting to note that de Seve 
is a veteran of more mainstream tel- 
evision production work, mostly 
because Brooklyn vs. Bush seems to 
be a conscious rejection of that sort 
of methodology. We don’t have any 
executive producers,” explains de 
Seve. “In corporate television you 
have so many layers of executives 
and clients. You’re working in an 
environment where there’s no dis- 
tinction between the Clorox ad and 
the television show. We’re using the 
media in a way that doesn’t have a 
commercial overtone.” 

To be sure, there’s nothing to get 
in the way of de Seve and his 
cohorts’ various messages (other 
than the lack of a sense of humor on 
the part of the viewer). A recently 
aired sketch revolved around a 
woman’s attempt to determine if her 
husband was cheating on her. Using 
the phrase “I hate Bush” during a 
phone conversation warrants a 
phone tap by an operator at the 
National Security Agency. In the 
conversation that follows, the NSA 
agent offers the woman a myriad of 
surveillance techniques that can be 


employed to determine if the hus- 
band’s purported infidelities are 
actually occurring. The operator 
even goes so far as to throw in an 
upsell towards the end of the pitch. 

The show’s political content can 
be traced all the way back to de 
Seve’s formative years spent growing 
up in a family of social activists. The 
fact that his grandmother’s house 
was seized through eminent domain 
practices has imbued Brooklyn vs. 
Bush with a particularly personal 
purpose for de Seve. Even Freddy’s, 
the bar where de Seve and his 
friends congregate to watch the 
show air, lies in the footprint of 
Forest City Ratner’s Nets stadium 
plans. 

De Seve hopes that even the polit- 
ically disinclined will get something 
out of the show. “If a person sees it 
and it causes some cognitive disso- 
nance, they might become more 
open to new ideas.” One of the 
show’s major coups is that it man- 
ages to dodge the self-importance 
often found with social activism — 
which anyone with a sense of humor 
recognizes as comedy’s death knell. 
“I don’t find it useful to have pride 
or an ego,” says de Seve. “I don’t 
have time, I have to do a show every

Epilepsy diet for kids 


New York Methodist Hospital 

New York Methodist Hospital is the only hospital in Brooklyn 
to offer the ketogenic diet, a specialized treatment to help reduce 
seizures in children who do not respond to medication alone. 

“The ketogenic diet was created in the 1920s but with the devel- 
opment of anticonvulsant medications, it was gradually forgotten,” 
said Romaine Schubert, MD, chief of pediatric neurology at NYM. 
“However, because some children do not respond to these medica- 
tions, the ketogenic diet was reintroduced in the late 1990s and is 
now achieving widespread usage,” she said. 

Similar to the Atkins diet, the ketogenic diet is a carefully calcu- 
lated meal plan that is high in fat and very low in carbohydrates. 

“Based on biblical stories, the ketogenic diet is a deliberate at- 
tempt to replicate the fasting state,” said Schubert. “With the keto- 
genic diet, eating foods that are high in fat and very low in carbohy- 
drates and proteins causes an increased blood level of chemicals 
called ketones, which reduce seizures,” she said. 

Although the diet has some similarities to the Atkins diet, the ke- 
togenic diet is stricter. 

“The parent has to be very motivated and exact; it truly is an all 
or nothing diet,” said Schubert. “Coming off the diet even for one 
day can start the seizures again,” she said. 

Because of this, the demanding diet must be initiated under care- 
ful supervision of both physicians and dieticians. At NYM in Park 
Slope, Schubert works closely with dietician Diane Giammarino, 
RD, to ensure that the child’s family is properly trained for success- 
ful maintenance. Items such as condiments and even toothpaste can 
alter the diet’s results. 

“The diet is extremely precise,” said Giammarino. “For an infant, 
each day the parent needs to combine a specific amount of carbohy- 
drate-free baby formula, carbohydrate powder and oil,” she said. As 
the child grows, the diet must be continually adjusted to ensure that 
the child is receiving adequate nutrition. “Every month, we meet 
with the parents and child to recalculate the formula based on fac- 
tors such as weight and blood levels,” said Giammarino. 

Although the diet is challenging for both the child and parent, the 
outcome can be very rewarding. “Within days of being on the diet, 
the child may have a dramatic drop in seizure rates and after two or 
three years, the seizures stop and the diet is no longer necessary,” 
said Ms. Giammarino. 

“It is so exciting to see a child doing well after having tried nu- 
merous ineffective treatments,” she said. Dr. Schubert agrees. ‘The 
diet has worked extremely well, patients report feeling more alert 
and have significantly fewer or no seizures.”

A plan to convert the rusting Revere Sugar refinery on 
the Red Hook waterfront into luxury housing took a step 
forward last week, thanks to a city decision to exempt the 
site from a proposed industrial-only zone. 

For owner Joe Sitt, the vote by a mayoral panel to exempt the 
Revere site from the city’s proposed “Industrial Business Zone” 
in Red Hook, was a sweet victory. But for neighbors, it left a bit- 
ter aftertaste. 

“We’ll fight residential conversion there,” said Earl Ray, direc- 
tor of Red Hook Rise, a community organization. “Entertain- 
ment, recreation, retail or manufacturing could all be good, but 
residential is never going to bring jobs.” 

Only one member of the panel voted against the exemption, cit- 
ing the importance of the Erie Basin Barge Port, which services tug- 
boats, shipping vessels and water taxis adjacent to the Revere site. 

“The barge port is crucial to maintaining the city’s infrastruc- 
ture,” said Adam Freedman. “Residential shouldn’t even be on 
the table for the site.” 

But mayoral spokesman Ben Branham said that despite last 
week’s exemption, Sitt’s plans must still undergo a lengthy pub- 
lic approval process before he can realize his dream of turning 
the iconic waterfront refinery into a mixed-use development with 
apartments, stores and a fish restaurant. 

“We’re optimistic that ... the Barge Port will be able to stay in 
operation,” Branham said. 

Sitt — a Brooklyn native who made his first fortune through 
the plus-size clothing chain Ashley Stewart — bought the rusting 
site for $40 million in August. It had been abandoned since 1985, 
when its former owner — a business partner of Philippine dicta- 
tor Ferdinand Marcos — went bankrupt — Ariella Cohen

Brooklyn Heights resi- 
dents and veterans groups 
are saying thanks, but no 
thanks, to a city plan to 
cover over the badly worn 
lawn at Cadman Plaza 
Park with artificial turf. 

Five days after Parks De- 
partment workers sealed off 
the heavily used dust bowl for 
renovation, activists stormed 
the site in protest on Sunday. 

The opponents say the arti- 
ficial turf is inappropriate at 
the site, which many people 
don’t realize is Brooklyn’s 
memorial to war veterans. 

“You wouldn’t put artificial 
turf at the Washington Monu- 
ment,” said Ralph Scotto, 
commander of the Veteran’s 
Committee for Brooklyn and 
Staten Island. 

“You wouldn’t put that rub- 
ber grass in Arlington Ceme- 
tery.” 

Like many others, Scotto 
wore a button reading, “Plas- 
tic Grass in NYC Parks — 
Fuggedaboudit.” 

The Parks Department says 
artificial turf is more durable 
and cheaper to maintain than 
grass. 

“[It] is impossible to main- 
tain natural grass [on a play- 
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top, stashed in its own bag, a 
stand-alone computer hard 
drive and the ubiquitous iPod. 

On her next trip, the victim 
saw the tail end of the burgla- 
ry from her window, but did- 
n’t get a good look at the rob- 
ber himself.

Lesbians on White House 'roll'

They’re here, they’re 
queer and they’re going to 
the Easter Egg Roll at the 
White House — thanks to 
a Brooklyn couple. 

Park Slopers Colleen Gille- 
spie and Alisa Surkis will lead 
the estimated 200 gay and les- 
bian families that plan on at- 
tending Monday’s traditional 
holiday event at the presi- 
dent’s house. 

Gillespie and Surkis took 
their 3-year-old daughter, Ella, 
to the egg roll last year, but it 
was rained out. So this year, 
they decided to organize 
dozens of other gay and les- 
bian families to show up en 
masse. 

“We want our daughter to 
have fun, of course, but also 
want to have our families be 
visible at a great American 
event,” Surkis said. 

Critics said the gay families 
are just trying to politicize a 
kid’s event that dates back to 
the late 1800s. 

“It’s facetious ... to say 
they’re not making a political 
statement,” Mark D. Tooley, 
the director of the United 
Methodist committee at the 
Institute on Religion and 
Democracy, told the New 
York Times. 

But Surkis called that argu- 
ment “backwards.” 

“We’re not the ones who 
made our families political,” 
she said. 

“Our families have been at- 
tacked for political gain — 
and the way they do it is by 
dehumanizing us. So the only 
way to fight back is to show 
who we are: real families with 
real children.” 

Surkis said the gay and les- 
bian fa mi lies would be very 
visible, thank s to rainbow-col- 
ored silk leis. She doesn’t 
think the accessory will stand 
in the way of her, Gillespie 
and Ella’s entrance. 

“I not aware of any White 
House policy against wearing 
a lei to the egg roll,” she said. 

Of course, it’s not the first 
time that the Easter Egg Roll 
has had a political subtext. In 
1953, Mamie Eisenhower was 
apparently so appalled that 
there were no black children 
at the event that the next year, 
the egg roll was finally deseg- 
regated.

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Cops seek chain snatcher

Talk about salt in the wound: a mug- 
ger mocked his elderly victim after 
robbing her just steps from her home 
on Fourth Avenue and 82nd Street. 

The thief crept up behind the 74-year-old 
woman just after 3:30 pm on April 2 and 
snatched two gold chains from her neck, po- 
lice said. As he dashed down the street, the 
robber looked back and waved at his victim, 
cops said. 

The victim and another witness described 
the mugger as a white man, 5-foot-8 and 
155 pounds, dressed in a blue jacket and 
blue baseball hat. 

Store targeted twice 

Burglars broke into a Third Avenue busi- 
ness closed for the night and stole $1,400 in 
cash and merchandise, marking the second 
time the discount store has been robbed in 
recent weeks, police said. 

Workers closed up the 99-cent store, near 
72nd Street, around 9:30 pm on April 2. 
When a worker arrived the next morning, he 
discovered an air-conditioning unit in a back 
window had been kicked in and the cash 
register emptied and tossed aside. 

Also missing was $400 from inside the 
register’s drawers and $1,000 in pre-paid 
telephone cards. 

Workers told police the store was robbed 
in a similar fashion two weeks ago, but the 
owner did not report that crime. 


Hi-tech heist 

Computer equipment worth more than 
$6,500 disappeared from a health care facili- 
ty on Seventh Avenue, police said. 

An employee at the Metropolitan lewish 
Health System said the company received a 
half-dozen high-end laptops on March 23. 
The computers were stashed in a locked 
room, but at least 10 people had access to 
the area. 

When workers checked the computer 
room on March 25, the laptops were gone. It 
is unclear why the company waited so long 
to report the crime. 

Thieves at work 

Robbers snatched at least four vehicles 
from local streets over several days this 
week, three parked within a 10-block radius 
of each other, according to police reports. 

One victim lost his 1991 Toyota Camry 
during the 15 minutes he spent in a doctor’s 
office on 76th Street, near Fourth Avenue. 
The 76-year-old man left the gray sedan out 
front at noon on April 4, but when he re- 
turned, it had disappeared. 

Someone stole a green 1999 Plymouth 
SUV from 74th Street, near Ridge Boule- 
vard. The owner, a Staten Island woman, 
parked the vehicle at 8: 15 pm on April 2 and 
returned early the following morning to find 
it gone. 

A 1996 yellow GMC van disappeared 
from its spot on Fourth Avenue, near Sena- 
tor Street. The 45-year-old owner left the 
van at 9 pm on April 2 and arrived early the 
next morning to find it missing.

But the thief failed, and the victim escaped 
and notified the train crew, who called police. 
Officers from the 62nd Precinct met the train 
at the 71st Street station and arrested the 17- 
year-old robbery suspect. 

Posse attacks teen 

“I’ll be back in five” wasn’t just a friend- 
ly adieu. 

A teenage thug taunted a 15-year-old boy 
walking home from school on Bay Parkway, 
near 77th Street, around 5 pm on April 10, 
then returned moments later with reinforce- 
ments, police said. 

The five additional bmtes helped the first 
thug jump the victim, beating his face 
bloody and emptying his pockets of a 
Metrocard and $60. 

The victim described his initial attacker 
as a white teen, around 16, but didn’t re- 
member much about his fellow travelers. 


Purse snatched 

A woman became the victim of a purse- 
snatcher after dark on April 10, police said. 

The thug crept up behind the woman as 
she walked along Kings Highway, near 
West Fourth Street, just after 10 pm. He 
grabbed the bag from her right hand and 
dashed down the block to a white leep, 
parked on Kings Highway, and sped away.

Savino pushes health 
code for Wal-Marts

Senate Republicans shot 
down a proposal by state Sen. 
Diane Savino (D-Bay Ridge) to 
require big box stores like Wal- 
Mart to provide some health 
coverage for their employees. 

On April 10, the Republican ma- 
jority denied Savino’s request to 
bring her proposal, Fair Share 
Health Care Fund, to the floor for an 
up or down vote. 

The status quo is “not fair to the 
employees and it’s certainly not fair 
to the taxpayers who have to pick 
up the tab,” Savino said. 

The bill would have required 
stores that employ at least 500 peo- 
ple — and sell some groceries — to 
provide minimum health coverage 


to their staffs. 

Supporters argued that the denial 
of health coverage is uncon- 
scionable, and pointed to other 
states, like Maryland, that have 
passed similar legislation. 

“No employee of a multi-billon 
dollar, multi-national corporation 
should be forced to go without med- 
ical care,” said Savino. 

Wal-Mart pays its sales associates 
$8.23 an hour, and $13,861 annual- 
ly, The Brooklyn Papers reported in 
lanuary. And the company gives 
fewer than half of its workers health 
coverage. 

Wal-Mart has built an empire 
based on low prices — though has 
not yet to realized its vision of open- 
ing a store in New York City.
